Securing the two available 
four-year councilterms were Regi- 
nald Dawson (419 votes) and 
James Shrove (298), who defeated 
Marian Lloyd-Caldwell (269). 

And Brian Blackburn, with319 
votes, won the race against Ste- 
phen Jones (203) fora partial term 
that expires December 7, 2009.

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New Brdinance Would Establish Guidelines for 


Display and Sale of Adult Materials in Romulus

On November 13, the Romulus City 
Councilintroduced an ordinance amend- 
ment that would establish more specific 


- guidelines regarding the display, sale, 


and purchase of adult media and mate- 
rials within city limits. 

The ordinance identifies adult media 
as printed, visual, or audio materials 
that depict human genitalia, buttocks, 
breasts, or pubic regions, as well as 
sexual intercourse, sodomy, masturba- 
tion, or other sexual acts. 

Adult materials are defined as prod- 
ucts or devices that replicate the human 
anatomy described above, or that are 


designed to be used in the aforemen- 
tioned sexual acts. 

The ordinance would not apply to 
products or devices specifically de- 
signed for contraception. 

Among other things, the ordinance 
would: ess 
e require any person attemptingto rent, 

purchase, or sell adult media or 
materials to be at least 18 years old, 
and have valid photo identification 

_ with proof of such age; and 
e prohibit the display of adult media or 
materials unless such display is 
blocked from the sight and hearing 

of those who are underage. 


According to Director of Public 
Safety Charles Kirby, who called the 
proposed ordinance a "preemptive mea- 
sure,’ Romulus does not currently have 
a problem with the improper display/ 
sale of adult materials — but he would 
like the City to be prepared for that 
possibility in the future. 

"We can't eliminate First eae 
ment rights, but we can take steps to 
see that they are exercised responsi- 
bly," he told the little paper. 

Council will probably vote on a sec- 
ond reading/final adoption of the ordi- 
nance proposal at its November 26 or 
December 3 regular meeting. O

"Detective Sergeant Mary Sclabassi 
volunteered to take on this project, and 
has been working diligently in compiling 
this valuable information to share with 
the community," he added. 

According to Sclabassi, the hand- 
books provide crime-prevention infor- 
mation ona whole range of issues, from 
how residents can protect themselves 
from internet fraud and identity theft, to 
preventing vandalism and burglaries. A 


resident survey provides an informative 
checklist of crime-prevention measures 
that residents can use daily. 

"The goal of these booklets is to 
involve residents and homeowners in 
working with us to prevent crime,” said 
Sclabassi, who designed, wrote, com- 
piled, and edited the publications. "We 
pride ourselves in making arrests, mak- 
ing traffic stops, and solving cases, but 
the Police Department cannot proactive- 
ly address crime without working closely 
with the community. 





"The suggestions in these books 
will hopefully educate homeowners and 
help them better protect their families 
and homes," she added.

Set a Pretty Holiday Table with this Two-tiered Serving Dish

| absolutely love our project this 
month. | have company and entertain all 
the time, so this two-tiered serving dish 
will come in handy. | want to make one 
for every season and occasion of the 
year. | think it would make a great 
handcrafted Christmas gift, too; | know 
that | would /ove to receive one from 
someone. | 

If you’re looking for a craft-show 
project to sell, this just may be a hit! The 
sky is the limit for designs, themes, and 
patterns. Youcould also make this same 
project out of glass by using the crystal 
candlesticks that the dollar store sells 
and pretty glass plates. There is paint 
for glass, as well, so you can adorn and 
decorate the glass dishes, too. 

Hey! How about adding glass beads 
to the edges? Oooh —| have to remem- 
ber that! Or ... how about picking up 
some vintage dishes from aresale shop 
and making some serving dishes out of 
those? 

| made my serving dish white with 
blue stripes and gold trim to coordinate 
with my kitchen. | also added winter 
songbird rub-on transfers for an added 
decorative and seasonal touch. If you’re 
good at decorative painting, then, by all 
means — embellish! | do know how to do 
decorative painting, but rub-on transfers 


were much faster this time, sol cheated.

Step #1 — Lightly sand your wood 
pieces; remove dust. 

Step #2 — Apply your paint (I used 
two coats andlightly sandedin between); 
remove dust. (See Figure #2.) 

Step #3 — Paint your trim if you are 
using an accent color (I trimmed in blue 
and gold). Apply the rub-on transfers 
according to directions. (See Figure #3.) 

Step #4 — First assuring that every- 
thing is dry, spray with the clear varnish 
(| chose a satin finish). 

Note: Be sure to read your label! lf 
it does not specifically state that the 
product is safe for food surfaces, be 
sure to put a protective layer (cello- 
phane, etc.) on top of your plate when 
serving goodies. 

Step #5 — Glue your pieces to- 
gether. | started at the bottom and used 


=the wood candle cups to create four 


(equally spaced) legs on the bottom of 
the largest plate. Find the center of the 
plate top and glue the candlestick in 
place, then find the center of the small 
plate and glue the candlestick to the 
bottom and the finial to the top. 

Once again: Read your label! Take 
proper precautions if your adhesive is 
not food-friendly. 

Note that the order of Step #4 and 
Step #5 really doesn’t matter. If it's 
easier for you to spray your piece after 
it’s glued, just reverse the lasttwo steps. 

You're done! (See Figure #4.) 

A Couple of Comments 

The E-6000® adhesive that | used 
should be a staple in everyone's house. 
(I think that "glue dots" should be, too, 
but that’s another article.) It glues just 
about everything but Styrofoam”. Itholds 
glass, wood, plastic, tile, metal, ceramic, 
cement, rubber, vinyl, leather, and fabric. 
Of course, it’s important to follow the 
directions when using it. It takes a while 
for it to set up, but it holds really well 
when it’s dry. 

The actual, hands-on time to create 
this project is about two hours. The total 
completion time is longer because you 
have to allow the paint, varnish, and 
glue to dry. 

The cost to make it is about $45 — 
but, that figure is based on everything 
being purchased at full price. If you're

already a crafter, you probably have at 
least some of the required products on 
hand, and the rest can easily be cut by 
40% to 50% if you watch for coupons. O
